“We”—Charles A. Lindbergh, 
self-styled and _- self-appointed 
authority on world affairs, last 
week continued to blow his own 
horn on behalf of the Axis pow- 
ers. Perhaps he has not been 
doing this intentionally, but it 
‘should be realized that every 
word he speaks is an aid and an 
impetus to the Axis cause. It is 
known by most that Lindbergh 
is anti-British. Now the fact that 
Lindbergh or anyone else is anti- 
British does not necessarily mean 
that they are. pro-German: But 
judging from the ex-Colonel’s 
remarks over a period of time, 
I feel fairly certain that he is 
anything but willing to see 
Britain win this war.. Why, I do 
not know. He has predicted the 
triumph of “greater Germany” 
all over Europe and has: even 
inferred that the United States 
will some day fall beneath the 
German heel. 

Methinks, Lindy would have 
been much. better off had he 
stuck to flying. 

Who’s Next? Now that spring 
has already begun and Hitler is 
steaming and puffing about: an 
invasion soon, speculation has 
arisen, as it has throughout the 
war, as to who is going to move 
next and where. The next major 
offensive might be launched 
across Egypt by the Axis with 
the Suez Canal for their goal. So 
far the Axis forces have pene- 
trated only the outer ring of 
defenses of Tobruk, and they 
have spent a great deal in time, 
men and materials in going only 
this far. If the Germans and 
Italians have no more speedy 
success in the future with the 
siege of Tobruk than they have 
had in the past, it. is doubtful 
that there will be little major 
action on this front for a long 
time to come, for the inner ring 
of defenses, admittedly much 
stronger than the outer one 
about: Tobruk, must be pierced 
before the Axis armies can hope 
to defeat the British forces deci- 
sively and thereby have a clear 
path over which they may launch 
a major offensive on Suez.

In 220: Panthers Take 
11 Points in P.A.A. Meet 


The Panthers’ number one trackman, Harold 
Davis, broke the national junior college record for the 
220 last Saturday afternoon at Edwards field in 


Berkeley, when he ran the distance in 20.5, which is 


also the “fastest 220 run in the| 
nation this year. 

Running on a relatively slow 
track and against the wind, the 
Panther sprinter covered the dis- 
tance to the finish line in such 
remarkable time that he was 
more than 10 feet ahead of the 
field and going away as he 
crossed the tape. Davis also won 
the 100 yard dash, covering the 
stretch in 9.6 seconds. 

Frank. Freeman, S.J.C. broad 
jumper was the only other Pan- 
ther, entree to score points, win- 
ning fourth place in the broad 
jump with a leap of 23 feet, 6.5/8 
inches, The event was won by 
Vasconcelles of the Olympic 
club who made a jump of 25 
feet. 

Misfortune struck Lee 
Macaulay in the hurdles race, as 
he accidently hit the next to 
the last hurdle, just as it looked 
as though he were slated to cap- 
ture second place in the event.

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Winters Receives 
Tribute From 
S.F. Writer 


In a fine tribute to Bud Winter, 
track coach at Salinas Junior 
College, Roy Cummings, sports 
commentator for the San 
Francisco Call-Bulletin dedicated 
his column of May 5 to the sci- 
entific methods employed by the 
coach in the training of Harold 
Davis, the “world’s fastest 
human.” Cummings’ summary of 
Winter’s track activities at U. C. 
and the ensuing years spent in 
the study of physical education 
is a noteworthy compliment. 

“We know that Davis is get- 
ting. some mighty intelligent 
coaching from Bud Winter, a fel- 
low whose track career ended 
up about as soon as it started 
during his freshman year at 
California. 

Winter was a quarter-miler of 
sorts but busted up his leg. in 
his first year. He spent the next 
three years studying physical 
education in a scjentific manner 
and hanging around the track.” 

Although hindered in follow- 
ing ‘the sport he loved in active 
participation, the now widely 
known coach has reaped the har- 
vest of his fervent determina- 
tion. 

He has reached’a great goal, 
but certainly not his greatest. 

“As important as anything is 
starting and Davis was a_notori- 
ously slow starter who caught 
his opponents with a tremendous 
gather at the finish. He was 
more than a yard behind Barney 
Newell at the 100 yard mark of 
the 100 meter race in the A. A. U. 
race at Fresno last summer and 
caught him in the last 10 yards.” 

Winter realized the possibili- 
ties of a much faster sprinter in 
Davis, for if this handicap could 
be overcome, valuable seconds 
might be sliced off his already 
fine times. 

“He had Davis start a dozen 
times a day, using a different 
style each time. This went on 
for two weeks, with Davis’ time 
taken for 20 yards. By this test, 
Winter was able to eliminate 
Davis’ faults and when he left 
for the east he was starting 
faster than he-ever had before.” 

Thus, we have the story of 
Harold Davis and his skyrocket- 
ing advancement to the heights 
of trackdom, and the story of 
hjs coach, Bud Winter, without 
whom he might not have attained 
this pinnacle. The ability to run 
and run fast is a gift which many 
American athletes possess, yet, 
unless such an individual is 
properly trained in style and 
form and has a coach who can 
turn the runner’s faults into per- 
fections, he. will forever remain 
in a mediocre field.

This 
is the fastest 220 in the nation 
this year, and is also a new jun- 
ior college world’s record.

together 11 points, they made a 
very excellent showing against 
the best trackmen on. the Pacific 
Coast, but from all ebservations 
they will have a -little trouble 
in taking Sacramento J. C.

Of course Hal Davis 
will have little trouble in win- 
ning his two events, and from 
what we saw, Doug Flautt should 
be ahead of the Sacramento boys 
in the 440, and Boughton will be 
able to keep well in the lead in 
the mile. 

The great trouble which is fac- 
ing Coach Winter now is that 
the Sacramento team has three 
or four good men in every event, 
while the Panthers have only 
one and possibly two men to fall 
back on.
